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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant makes arguments directed to the 
claimed performance data, however, claim 8 includes website traffic. d'Eon et al teaches tracking a user as they click on the advertiser's 
site which is equated to tracking the traffic of website users. These arguments are not persuasive. To clarify, Cannon was cited to show 
that it was old and well known at the time of the invention to track more than just internet media. Cannon teaches evaluating all types of 
advertising media. Robinson is actually the reference that teaches that it was well known to optimize advertising media during the 
advertising campaign. Since the tracking of all types of media and optimizing during a media campaign was well known at the time of the 
invention, Examiner asserts the combination would have predictable results. 
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
